But Senate Democratic Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield has been 
caught in a parliamentary box, 
due to maneuvering over the 
civil rights bill, and is unable

Mexican Ambassador And 
Two Others Arrested In 
Breakup Of Narcotic Ring 


NEW YORK (AP) — Three 
men, one of them the Mexican 
ambassador to Bolivia, have 
been arrested in connection with 
the smashing of a $13.5-million 
international narcotics ring. 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
said the arrests Friday were 
the result of a joint three-year 
investigation by the Bureau of 
Narcotics, the Bureau of Cus­ 
toms, 
the 
Royal 
Canadian 
Mounted Police and the French 
Surete Nationale. 
Kennedy also said U.S. au­ 
thorities “have worked with the 
closest cooperation of the gov­ 
ernment of Mexico, which has 
played a strong part in the in­ 
ternational effort to suppress 
the illegal trade in narcotics.” 
SEIZE DRUGS 
Henry L. Giordano, commis­ 
sioner of narcotics, said a little 
over two pounds of heroin were 
seized in New York and more 
than 130 pounds were seized in 
Montreal by the Royal Canadi­ 
an Mounted Police. 
The Justice Department said 
the seizure represented the sec­ 
ond largest shipment of heroin 
ever smuggled into the United 


States and Canada. The heroin 
came to 134 pounds, federal 
agents said. 
Kennedy said the $13.5-million 
value placed on the seized hero­ 
in was at current underworld 
rates in this country. It would 
be worth far more, he said, in 
Canada.

JURY DIVIDES 
RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR ACCIDENT 
FATAL TO MAN 


An 
Adams County coroner’s 
jury Friday afternoon found Le- 
Roy L. Lippy. 28, Littlestown R. 
2. failed to exercise “due care” to 
entering the Hanover-Littlestown 
Rd. when his car was involved 
February 13 in an accident which 
resulted in the death of John L. 
“Johnny” Redding, 61, Littlestown 
R. 2. 
At the same time the jury found 
that both Mr. Redding and Mr. 
Lippy “erred” in not having tbs 
headlights of their cars lighted 
due to the weather conditions ait 
the time of the tocVieot. 
The county coroner, Dr. C. O. 
Crist, conducted the inquest af 
which a Hanover mail truck driv­ 
er, Eugene Kessler, was the prin­ 
cipal witness. 
SAW ACCIDENT COMING 
Kessler said he was driving to­ 
ward Littlestown on the Ltttles- 
town-Hanover Rd. to pick up mail 
about 5:35 o’clock on the eve­ 
ning of February 13. About a 
half mile from Littlestown he saw 
a car operated by Lippy come to 
the end of a private drive enter­ 
ing the Hanover-littleetown Rd. 
from 
the 
south. 
Lippy'* cat 
stopped at the intersection. At the 
same time a car operated by 
Redding was approaching from 
Littlestown, about 20 feet east of 
the intersection. 
Kessler said he saw Lippy’s car 
start to pull toto the highway. 
“I knew there was going to be 
an accident and I must have 
involuntarily bunked because I 
did not want to see what I knew 
was going to happen. When my 
eyes opened the accident had oc­ 
curred.” 
The Hanover mailman said he 
had turned on the parking lights 
of his truck when he left his home 
in Hanover. He said the hour was 
near dusk when “it’s in between. 
You don't exactly need lights and 
a lot of cars did not have them 
on. Yet some used lights.** 
LIPPY TESTIFIES 
Kessler said he could not recall 
that either the Lippy or Redding 
oars had lights on at the time of 
the accident. He said after the ac­ 
cident there were no lights on 
the Redding car. 
Lippy testified he had just quit 
work at 5 o’clock, had gone to 
his home on Littlestown R. 2, just 
off the Littles town -Ha nover Rd. 
and was enroute to his father’s 
farm. He said his father had been 
ill and he went to the farm night­ 
ly to milk cows and do other 
chores about the farm. 
Lippy said he drove down the 
private driveway into the devel­ 
opment where he resides, stopped 
at its intersection with the Han- 
over-Littlestown Rd. He testified 
that there are trees and mail 
boxes along the Hanover-Littlee- 
town Rd. toward Littlestown from 
the driveway and “k is difficult 
to see in that direction.” 
HEARD BRAKES SQUEAL 
He said he looked toward Lit­ 
tlestown “and saw nothing.” Then 
he looked toward Hanover and 
saw the mail truck approaching. 
Believing he had plenty of time 
to enter the highway ahead of 
the truck and turn toward Littles­ 
town. he started his car out onto 
the highway. 
“I had no more than tramped 
on the gas,” he told the jury, 
“when I heard brakes squeal and 
.something hit the side of my car. 
I can’t tell you why I didn’t see 
the Redding car approaching.” 
He testified that “it had been

Finley, who confidently predict­ 
ed he’d remain the Kansas City 
baseball owner, is on the verge 
of being thumbed out of the 
came. 
The umpires in this unprece- 
]dented American League battle 
are his nine fellow club execu­ 
tives who began ejection pro­ 
ceedings with a 9-1 vote Friday. 
Finley and his franchise may 
be permanently parted by the 
swivel chair arbiters within a 
week to IO days. 
That’s how long it is estimated 
the board of directors will need 
to set up a date and site for a 
general meeting which would 
consider and act upon the ter­ 
mination of Finley’s league as 
sociation. 
FINLEY IS SILENT 
Finley, 
usually 
outspoken, 
stood silent after the meeting 
while Louis tyizer, his attorney, 
read a statement which said the 
owner would await the outcome 
of the ouster meeting "and 
make an appropriate statement 
at that time.” 
Previously, Finley had threat­ 
ened legal action if the league 
took away his franchise. 
An American League spokes­ 
man termed it a "very compli­ 
cated legal procedure,” but here 
is the essence of what will hap­ 
pen, assuming the league es­ 
corts Finley all the way down 
the path to disenfranchisement. 
1. The league will take over 
operation of the Kansas City 
team and appoint a sort of over­ 
seer pro tem. 
NEGOTIATE LIAS! 
2. The league would negotiate 
a lease with ansas City for 
Municipal Stadium, the dead­ 
locked issue on which Finley 
lost the battle, if not the war. 
He would take nothing but a 
two-year lease, 
city officials 
wanted at least four. 
3. The league will conduct the 
sale of the club when suitable 
buyers are found. 
4. Proceeds of the sale-m inus 
league expenses in running the 
club in the interim period and 
related costs—will go to Finley. 
These moves are authorized 
by the reorganization 
agree­ 
ment and the constitution of the 
league. 
Although the action is new in 
American League annals, Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, for­ 
mer iron-fisted baseball com- 
missioher, struck at least twice 
in the National League. 
COX WAS OUSTED 
Landis 
ended 
William 
D. 
Cox’s brief ownership of the 
Philadelphia 
Phillies 
in 
1943 
when the latter admitted gam­ 
bling on his own team. Previ­ 
ously, in the late 1930’s, Landis 
ruled C. F. Adams, part owner 
of the Boston Braves, out of the 
league. Adams also was con­ 
nected with Suffolk Downs race 
track and Landis ruled no man 
could 
associate with baseball 
and horse racing at the same 
time. 


Since that prior meeting, two 
deadlines had been set for Fin­ 
ley to come up with a lease 
and each time the impasse per­ 
sisted. The league had been ac­ 
cused of backpedaling in the 
face of Finley’s defiance. The 
owners took their stand late Fri­ 
day afternoon.

Nizer read It said, in full:

Beef calves are “tough little

Check especial­ 
ly first-calf heifers two or three 
times a day since these young 
cows often have trouble in calv­ 
ing and require help.

of vitamins, minerals, and anti­ 
bodies. providing the calf with 
immunity against many ailments.
